Washington, Dec. 1.—Major General 
John R. Brooke^ retired, former gov- 
ernor general of Cuba, gave testimony 
before the senate committee on mili- 
tary affairs which charged insubordin- 
ation against General Leonard Wood, 
At the close of his testimony a mem- 
ber of the committee said that It is 
probable General Wood will have to 
return from the Philippines and tes- 
tify. 


One of the charges made by General 
Brooke Is that General Wood violatod 
the order which required him to make 
improvements in Santiago and to sub- 
mit estimates to tbe governor general. 
General Brooke said also that General 
Wood continually sent communications 
to the war department over the head 
of his commanding ofilcer. General 
Brooke called to the attention of the 
committee in support of an allegation 
that General Wood had neglected to 
work in harmony with the military 
government the 
matter of 
General 
Wood's attitude toward the newspa- 
pers at Santiago, 
which 
repeatedly 
made attacks on General Brooke's ad- 
ministration. 
General Brooke read a 
number of these attacks and also his 
recommendation to tne war 
depart- 
ment that the papers be suppressed un- 
less they desisted. 


One of the extracts from the Inde- 
pendencia, published at Santiago, which 
was read, was a bitter denunciation of 
General Brooke, under the caption of 
"God Save Cuba." The article in ques- 
tion was based on General Brooke's 
order for the centralisation of affairs of 
the Island by which receipts from all 
cuBtom houses were ordered sent to 
Hnvana. 
The 
article 
among 
other 
things said that if carried into efCect 
tho or/ler coon w^ould prohibit the peo- 
ple pi Santiago from breathing with- 
out permission from General Brooke; 
that it was a matter of life nnd death 
to the province of Santiago to get the 
order rescinded. 
A large number of 
telegrams of indignation sent to Presi- 
dent McKinley were appended to the 
article. 


General Brooke read a letter which 
he had sent to the adjutant general of 
the war department asking that Gen- 
eral Wood be instructed to prohibit 
tlie publication of such articles during 
the period of military government. He 
also read General Wood's reply to the 
adjutant general, which, the wltnebs 
said, had been sent over the head of 
his superior officer, saying that free- 
dom of speech, untrammeled criticism 
of the military government and absor 
lute independence in all matters, was 
a necessary part of the education of 
the Cubans to At them to conduct a 
liberal government. 


In the course of General Brooke s 
testimony he eajd that General Wood 
became unduly ejccited when the Cu- 
tians held indignation meetings at San- 
tiago for the 
purpose of 
protesting 
a^^lnst the centralization order. 
The 
witness laid before the committee a 
copy of a telegram he received from 
General Wood, saying that the Cubans 
looked upon the order as aprpoaching 
a celamity, and that discontent and 
profound business depression existed. 
Finally General Wood prayed 
that 
the customs receipts be left under lo- 
cal control. The witness declared that 
the attitude of General Wood was re- 
sponsible to a great extent In adding 
to the disquiet of the Cubans. 


T^e members pt the committee took 
a great interest in General Brooke's 
testimony, and jsteps were taken to 
have copied a number of the papers he

Washington. Nov. 30. — President 
Roospvelt's comment 
on the postal 
frauQd has been made public. In it he 
reviews the causes which led to the 
investigation and heartily endorses As- 
sistant Postmaster General Bristow's 
ropori. 
Alter naming the 32 persons 
indicted (13 officials in the service and 
19 outsiders), the president names the 
chief offenders as James T. Tyner, 
former assistant attoniey general for 
the 
postoiUce 
department; 
A. 
W, 
Maolien, former stiperintendent of free 
delivery, and Giorge W. Beavers, for- 
mer Buperintondent of salaries and al- 
lo\/Qnreg. 
In concluding, Mr, Roose- 
velt says: 


"I heartily approve of the recommen- 
dation of Messrs. Conrad and 
Bona- 
parte that the statute of limitations be 
extended in the case of 
government 
servants to a ppriod of at least five 
yf! rs, ior the persons who ia such po- 
sitions of trust engage in corrupt prac- 
tices can ordinarily conce-.l their guilt 
for a longer time than is covered by the 
prosont 
short statute of 
linutations. 
Moreover, our experience shows that 
ovitsiders claimii;,^ political ii^fluence 
sometimes sell their influence to can- 
didates for ofllce, or in other words 
blackmail 
these 
candidatos. 
There 
should be legiplation which will permit 
of summary dealing with such offend- 
ers. 


"However, the prime need Is not new 
legislation, 
but 
the 
punishment 
of 
those who offend again»^t existing laws. 
The postofiice department is making, 
certain changes In the method of ad- 
ministration, notably in the method of 
Inspection, by which the service will 
lie improved aiXil the chance cf corrupt 
tion 
oxlRtfE^^ without 
d..jCovery be 
minimized; but the only vay to meet 
the real evil is to jnxnlsh tlio offiiiidora, 
l)y removal iu. any event, and here pos- 
sible by prosecution uudor the criminal 
statutes. In any great business, public 
or private, wrongdoing 
Is .certain at 
times to occur. 
IMie way to guar4 
against It is rigorously to scruiiuize 
the charactel' -of those appointed, care- 
fully to superviise their actions after 
appointment and finally to punish with 
relentless severity those who go wrong. 
All t r¡3 is being done. 


''The immedjai.3 reformation of the 
Berviof' by the turning out of the of- 
fenders is not in itijelf enough to meet 
the demands 
of 
justice. 
The 
cases 
against both those within and those 
without the post office department, who 
l)y their acts Iinve brought themselves 
within the grasp of the law, will be 
pushed with the utmost vigor. 
Every 
effort must be made to see that both the 
delinquent oíílcial and the 
outsider 
who shares his guilt are punished to 
the limit of the law. In pursuance of 
this policy the individuals above enu- 
merated have been indicted.

Washington, Dec, 1.—^Major General 
John R. Brooke^ retired, former gov­ 
ernor general of Cuba, gave testimony 
before the senate committee on mili­ 
tary affairs which charged insubordin­ 
ation against General L#eonard Wood. 
At the close of his testimony a mem­ 
ber of the committee said that it is 
probable General Wood will have to 
return from the Philippines and tes­ 
tify. 
One of the charges made by General 
Brooke is that General Wood violated 
the order which required him to make 
improvements in Santiago and to sub­ 
mit estimates to the governor general. 
General Brooke said also that General 
Wood continually sent communications 
to the war department over the head 
of his commanding ofilcer. General 
Brooke called to the attention of the 
committee in support of an allegation 
that General Wood had neglected to 
work in harmony with the military 
government the 
matter of 
General 
Wood’s attitude toward the newspa^ 
pens at Santiago, 
which 
repeatedly 
made attacks on General Brooke's ad“ 
miniitration. 
General Brooke read a 
number of these attacks and also his 
recommendation to tne war depart­ 
ment that the papers be suppressed un­ 
less they desisted. 
One of the extracts from the Inde- 
pendencia, published at Santiago, which 
was read, was a bitter denunciation of 
General Brooke;, under the caption of 
**God Save Cuba.'' The article in ques^ 
tion was based on General Brooke's 
order for the centralisation of affairs of 
the island by which receipts from all 
ciistom houses were ordered sent to 
Hnvana. The article 
among other 
things said that If carried into effect 
th<i order coon w’^ould prohibit the peo­ 
ple pr Santiago from breathing with­ 
out permission from General Brooke; 
that it was a matter of life nnd death 
to the province of Santiago to get the 
order rescinded. 
A large number of 
telegrams of indignation sent to Presi­ 
dent McKinley were appended to the 
axticle. 
General Brooke read a letter which 
he had sent to the adjutant general of 
the war department asking that Gen­ 
eral Wood be instructed to prohibit 
the publication of such articles during 
the period of military government. He 
also read General Wood's reply to the 
adjutant general, which, the witnebs 
said, had been sent over the head of 
his superior officer, saying that free­ 
dom of speech, untrammeled criticism 
of the military government and absor 
lute Independence In all matters, wa« 
a necessary part of the education of 
the Cubans to fit them to conduct a 
liberal goveriiment. 
In the course of General Brooke s 
testimony he »aid that General Wood 
became unduly .exclted when the Cu- 
^mns held Indignation meetings at San­ 
tiago for the purpose of 
protesting 
aijiilnst the centralization order. The 
wituesB laid before the committee a 
copy of a telegram he received from 
General Wood^ saying that the Cubans 
looked upon the order as aprpoaching 
a celamity, and that discontent and 
profound business depression existed. 
Finally General Wood prayed that 
the customs receipts be left under lo­ 
cal control The witness declared that 
the attitude of General Wood was re­ 
sponsible to a great extent }n adding 
to the disquiet of the Cubans.

ROOSEVELT ON 
POSTAl^ FRAUDS 


loss ofOiBco Not Sufficient Punish* 
ment For tlie Guiliy. 


SUGGESTS 
NEW 
LEGISLATION 


Washington, Nov. 30. — President 
Roosevelt’s comment on the postal 
frauas has been made public. In it he 
reviews the causes which led to the 
Investigation and heartily endorses As­ 
sistant Postmaster General Bristow’s 
ropori. Alter naming the 32 persons 
inilicted (13 ofllcials in the service and 
19 outsiders), the president names the 
chief offenders as James T. Tyner, 
former assistant attoniej" general for 
the 
postoillce department; 
A. 
W, 
Maolicn, former stiperintendent of free 
delivery, and George W. Beavers, for­ 
mer sriperintondent of salaries and al- 
lov.^anreg. 
In concluding, Mr. Roose­ 
velt says: 
“I heartily approve of the recommen­ 
dation of Messrs. Conrad and Bona­ 
parte that the statute of limitations be 
extended in the case of government 
servantij to a period of at least five 
ye; rs, ior the persons who in such po­ 
sitions of trust en.c^age in corrupt prac­ 
tices can ordinarily conce*. 1 their guilt 
for a longer time than is covered by the 
present short statute of limitations. 
Moreover, our experience shows that 
ovitsiders claimii:.^ political ii:iluence 
sometimes sell their influence to can­ 
didates for office, or in other words 
blackmail these candidates. 
There 
should be legislation which will permit 
of summary dealing with such offend­ 
ers. 
‘^However, the prime need is not new 
legislation, but the punishment of 
those who offend again*^t existing laws. 
The postofiice department is making 
certain changes in the method of ad­ 
ministration, notably in the method of 
Inspection, by which the service will 
he improved acuì the chance cf corrup-r 
tion existinj^^ without d^jcovery be 
minimized; but the only >i>/ay to meet 
the real evil io to punish tlio offi^ndera, 
hy removal in any event, and here pos­ 
sible by prosecution undor the criminal 
statutes. In any great business, public 
or private, wrongdoing is «certain at 
times to occur. 
ISiie way to guard 
against It is rigorously to scrut.iuize 
the charactel’ of those appointed, care­ 
fully to supervise their actions after 
appointment and finally to punish with 
relentless severity those who go wrong. 
Ail t ÌÌ3 is being done. 
^‘The imniediat.o reformation of the 
Bervicr by the turning out of the of­ 
fenders is not in itóQÌt enough to meet 
the demands of justice. The cases 
against both those within and those 
without the post office department, who 
hy their acts have brought themselves 
within the grasp of the law, will be 
pushed with the utmost vigor. Every 
effort must be made to see that both the 
delinquent oiDcial and the outsider 
who shares his guilt are punished to 
the limit of the lav/. In pursuance of 
this policy the individuals above enu­ 
merated have been indicte^d. 
In no 
case has the Indictment been sought 
save where the ofllcials of the govern­ 
ment were convinced cf the man's 
guilt; and in <^very case the govern­ 
ment will exhaust every expedient in 
its power in the effort to see that Jus­ 
tice is meted out to the offenders. 
Those in the public service whose duty 
it is must ever be vigilant in the de­ 
tection of wrongdoing, fearless in its 
exposure, relentl<>ss in its prosecution; 
but in the last resort, when everything 
which the public? official, whether leg- j 
islator, judge or executive otflcer, can i 
do has been don^<?, it remain^ for the 
jury, drav/n from the people and rep­ 
resenting the people, to do eve?n-handed 
justice, shielding the innocent, but de- 
cììnìnii to be misjed by any plea Into 
refraining from jpunishmeni’ of the .

It J« SoinvwhM Better Usdertteod 


PtjrehologUt«. 


*'SleepwaIkiuff is somewhat better 
tinderstood now than formerly, but 
psychologists 
arc 
not 
thorougb>y 
agreed in regard 
to many of 
it« 
phases,*' observed a well-known phyni- 
clan to a Star Reporter. 
"One of tbe 
recent cases, that of a young man oat 
West walking ten miles to visit his 
father, and of an even more recent 
case, that of a young lady walking 
three miles on a cold night in tier 
night gown, without awakening, upsets 
many of the previously accepted theo- 
ries. 
It has been thought that ex^ 
posure to intense cold as well as In- 
tense heat would awaken the sleep- 
walker, but in these cases, which are 
well authenticated, it appears that this 
opinion, while correct possibly in the 
main, is not always so. In my early 
days when attending lectures at a 
medical college in Baltimore, I, with 
some other medical students, -witnessed 
one of the famous sleepwalking cases 
that is quoted in many of the stand- 
ard books. One night we were passing 
along Lexington street, where tho Lex- 
ington street market is located. 
One 
of our party called attention to a mor- 
Ing figure clad in white on the root of 
the market building. 
It proved to be 
that of a girl about seventeen years 
of age. 
She had lost a canary bird 
the afternoon before, which was last 
seen on the eaves of the roof of the 
market house. 
Darkness 
came on, 
however, before a thorough search for 
the bird could be made, and it was 
given up. 
The girl went to bed and 
during the night left her bed and re- 
turned 
to 
the 
market 
house 
and 
climbed to its roof. This in Itself was 
not a very difficult task, for there 
was a series of sheds leading to It. 
She walked the entire length of one 
side of the market, along the extreme 
edge of the roof. 
At every step it 
seemed she would step over the edge, 
and had she done so she would likely 
have been killed. 
Our party divided 
up, and one, now the leading physi- 
cian of Charleston, S. C., climbed t«^ 
the roof and seized the girl. She wok«^ 
the instant he touched her, and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that he 
could keep her from falling, for while 
in her sleep she appeared to be an 
expert she was a very poor climber 
when awake. 
It was a clear case of 
sleepwalking, and had she gone ten 
feet further she would have found the 
bird, which has roosted for the night 
in the rain gutter which ran along the 
roof, and where it was found a few 
minutes afterward. 
Sleepwalking is 
much more frequent than is generally 
understood, though as a rule it is eon- 
fined to children. 
I have known of 
several cases of adults who would take 
walks in their sleep ns often as ouee 
in a week."—Washington Star. 


WHY RUN FROM RAIN? 


"Do you know," said the Observant 
Citizen, according to the Philadelphia 
Press, "the habit of running through 
the rain is based on a definite fallacy? 
It is a common habit. But does it tend 
to minimize the amount of water fall- 
ing on a person exposed to the rain? 
I am convinced that it rather aggra- 
vates the situation. By experience, in 
passing the distance of a block, run- 
ning one time and walking the other, 
and at times when the rainfall was 
about the same, I 
found 
that; my 
clothes picked up more water and 
were consequently damper when I cov- 
ered the distance in a run than they 
v/ere when I Avalked it. 


"There seems to be a good reason 
for the rather curious fact. Rain falls 
irregularly. Sometimes there is a space 
of five or six inches between the fall- 
ing drops, as 
we 
have noticed on 
smooth surfaces, like a stone flagging, 
and again only the fraction of an inch 
will separate the drops. 
Water occa- 
sionally falls in sheets, but this is not 
ufjual. But while the fall is irregu- 
lar, considered with the respect to the 
perpendicular lines described in tho 
descent, looking straight ahead and 
through the lines we will find before 
us a sheet of water that is well-nigh 
solid. We can understand that running 
against this sheet of water will have 
very mueh the same effect wind would 
have if its direction forced the rain 
in our faces. We simply pick up the 
water, and the fact that the spaces 
between the drops perpendicularly con- 
sidered are greater than the spaces in 
any given direction horizontally will 
explain to us the fallacy of the whole 
thing.

How Bering: Pled. 


In Harper's Magaxlne Collins Scbeek- 
elford tells tho true story of the fatal 
expedition of 
the explorer 
Bering, 
from whom Bering Straits are named. 
Here is the account of the adventurer'« 
death after the loss of his ship: 


'^Bering, who had been for some time 
totally disabled, was brought ashore on 
a hand-barrow in a boat and placed In 
a sheltering hollow, where his still faith- 
ful men—a mere handful—had cleared 
the snow from the sand. Even then he 
was dying. 
His great age and the 
hardships he had undergone on this 
voyage made his struggle for life hope* 
less. 


'•His slow passing away was pathetic 
and pitiful. 
In efCect, he partially 
buried himself alive. Ho lay under tho 
shelter of a tent made from an old 
sail. 
Long suffering had made him 
childish and petulant. 
Each day and 
all day his constantly weakening hands 
were constantly busied scraping down 
upon his body, beginning at hia feet, 
the sand from the ridges on either aide. 


*'He would submit to no interference 
with this occupation. Insisting that the 
sand warmed him, »When he died, De- 
cember 8,1741, a month after the land- 
ing, his body v/as already half buried, 
and it needed but a little work on the 
part of his skeleton comrades to en- 
close this hero of the Arctic regions in 
a colfin of frozen sand."

^'Sleepwalking is somewhat better 
lindergtood now than formerly, hmt 
psychologists 
are 
not 
thorougUlj 
agreed In regard to many of it« 
phases,** observed a well-known physi­ 
cian to a Star Reporter. “One of tlie 
recent cases, that of a young mati oat 
West Avalking ten miles to visit bis 
father, and of an even more recent 
case, that of a young lady walking 
three miles on a cold night in her 
night gown, without awakening, upsets 
many of the previously accepted theo­ 
ries. 
It has been thought that 
posure to Intense cold as well as in­ 
tense heat would awaken the sleep­ 
walker, but in these cases, which are 
well authenticated, it appears that this 
opinion, while correct possibly In the 
main, is not ahvays so. In my early 
days when attending lectures at a 
medical college in Baltimore, I, with 
some other medical students, -witnessed 
one of the famous sleepwalking cases 
that is quoted in many of the stand­ 
ard books. One night we were passing 
along Lexington street, where tho Lex­ 
ington street market is located. One 
of our party called attention to a moT- 
ing figure clad in white on the roof of 
the market building. It proved to be 
that of a girl about seventeen years 
of age. 
She had lost a canary bird 
the afternoon before, which was last 
seen on the eaves of the roof of the 
market house. 
Darkness came on, 
however, before a thorough search for 
the bird could be made, and it was 
given up.

WHY RUN FROM RAIN? 
^‘Do you know," said the Observant 
Citizen, according to the Philadelphia 
Press, “the habit of running through 
tho rain is based on a definite fallacy? 
It is a common habit. But does it tend 
to minimize the amount of water fall­ 
ing on a person exposed to the rain? 
I am convinced that it rather aggra­ 
vates the situation. By experience, in 
passing the distance of a block, run­ 
ning one time and walking the other, 
and at times when the rainfall was 
about the same, I found that *ny 
clothes picked up more water and 
were consequently damper when I cov­ 
ered the distance in a run than they 
vrere when I walked it. 
“There seems to be a good reason 
for the rather curious fact. Rain falls 
irregularly. Sometimes there is a space 
of five or six inches between the fall­ 
ing drops, as we have noticed on 
One of tbe Keds (be bad a little | smooth surfaces like a stone flagging, 
and again only tbe fraction of an incii 
will separate the di'ops. 
Water occa* 
sioiially falls in sheets, but this Is not 
utjunl. 
But Avhlle the fall is irregu* 
lar, considered vv'ith the respect to the 
perpendicular lines described in the 
descent, looking straight ahead and 
through the lines \ve will find before 
us a sheet of water that is well-nigh 
solid. We can understand that running 
against this sheet of water will have 
very much the same effect wind would 
luive if its direction forced the rain 
in our faces.

N the United States forest fires destroy annually at least fifty 
million dollars' worth of timber, buildings, and other property. 
This is a conservative estimate, based on the opinions of per- 
BoUvS who have given the subject long and close attention. This 
estimate, large as the figures are, take no account of tho in- 
direct, and often the most serious losses resulting from forest 
fires—losses which are, by their very nature, not easily reduced 
to terms of dollars. Among these results may be counted tho 
destruction of young trees which must furnish the timber 
»upply of the futnre, and the destruction of the forest floor, which has been 
centuries in forming, with the resulting liability to periodic floods and a re- 
duction of the water supply either for cities' use, for power, or for irrigatioi], 
for forest soil, with its spongy composition, holds moisture in suspension and 
gives it off gradually. 
Other losses, intermediate betAveen the far reaching 
and the immediate, follow from the fact that even wliere forest regeneration 
takes place after a fire, the new growth is, in many cases, of inferior scrub 
species, or ''weed" trees; and there is a great industrial loss in future products 
wages, or to the tourist and hotel business, which in Maine and the Adirou- 
dacks is no small item* 


It must be understood that fires such ns those Avhich have recently burned 
In the New England and Middle Atlantic States are not of rare and spasniodic 
occurrence. They are visitations of perennial regularity, two annual fire sea 
sons being easily recognizable. 
These occur in the spring and the fall, and 
iiro the results of dry weather such as that which has latelj' prevailed in the 
East, and it is noticeable that fires at this season do their greatest damage in 
the East and the South. 
The great fires of the fall, more severe than the 
spring burnings, extend over a period of time fz'om tho middle of August 
to the first of November, and have their geographic range in the middle aud 
i'Streme West, and in the South.—American Monthly Review of Reviews.

HAVE workod at handlc- 
making so long that the

trapping—trapping coon

coiuitry of »oulheast Missouri still 
alxmnd« la fur-bearing animals. 


BeaidM my trapping and 
handle- 
making, I Qsnally try to |>r<mch on 
fiubdays. 
Hy handle-making goes on 
all %te yMr round, but trapping be- 
ffiiui and «nds with cold weather. Na- 
ture nerer clothes an animal with good 
fur except when it's absolutely needeil. 


"When I hav» accumulated a con»ld- 
•rable ctock of furs and handles, I 
get «omebody to haul me and them 
f 
the riTtr or to the railroad, and 
then I run up to St. Louis and sell my 
stock. I have been going to St. Louis 
for years now, and the shops and fac- 
terles that nso my handles know they 
fan depend on them. 


There's still some large game In the 
swamps—deer and turkey and bear, 
and a good many panthers. I remem- 
ber ene time when a big panther came 
«p out of the swamps and terrorised 
a whole settlement for a few months. 
That brute caused as much trouble and 
excitement as any four-legged thing 
I eTcr got acquainted with. 
Because 
he was eo big and fierce we usually 
called him the tiger—the swamp tiger. 


It happened a good many years ago, 
when I was a boy, living with my uncle 
en a tongue of land that ran out sev- 
eral miles Into the swamps. The up- 
land was too rocky and the swamp 
to» sloppy to cultivate. 
But the few 
ramilies that lived there were settled 
along tlie edge of the ridge, and had 
little farms between the two. 


bne day toward fall my aunt sent 
me over to Simpson's to borrow some 
bacon. I was still going barefoot, and 
had ray trousers rolled nearly up to 
my knees, I recollect I was seventeen 
years oM, and as big as I am now. 
But sverybody that felt like It went 
barefoot there in warm weather, even 
men eighty years old. 


I crossed the ridge to Slmpson^s. and 
after talking with the boys till rather 
late, I borrowed a side of 
bacon- 
middling, we called it—and started for 
home, carrying It on my back. 
The 
middling was long and wide, but thin 
and rather light 
Our gaunt, slab- 
sided swamp hogs never make thick 
m^at 
The bacon had been hanging 
In Simpson's smokehouse by two hick- 
ory withes, and I was carrying it by 
the same itithes, one over each shoul- 
der. There was a piece of tow cloth 
wrapped round it to keep It from 
greasing my shirt 


Dusk caught me three-quarters of a 
mile from home, and I heard what 1 
thought was a woman calling. I didn't 
recognize the voice, but I had no 
doubt that It was Aunt Mat screaming 
at me. I had tarried longer at Simp- 
son's than I ought to have done, and 
I felt certain she had got out of pa- 
tience and started after me. 
• '*Yes'm, I'm a-couiing!" I shouted 
back. 
Then I hitchcd the bacon a 
littie higher and hurried along the 
rocky road at a trot 
The screams 
sounded angry—Aunt Mat didn't have 
n very geiulo voice when she was 
out of temper. 


Before long I heard another scream. 
iLooklng down toward the swamp, I 
saw not Aunt Mat 
hut some big 
animal coming up the open slope to 
meet me. He looked like a cat. but a 
cat as big as a cow. Tlie curve of the 
land made it impossible for me to see 
him while he was on the ground, but 
whenever he jumped I could see him 
plainly enough. 
Kvery jump must 
have carried him eight or ten feet into 
the air, and now and then he would 
stop and give one of those loud, wom- 
anish ecreaois. 


I started to run back along that 
roeky road as hard a« I could. 
I 
couldn't step far enough. My hat flew 
off, hut it never occurred to me to 
drop the bacon. 


Not far back the road forked. 
One 
fork crossed to Simpson's, the oUjcr 
led up our side of the ridge to Uncle 
Jimmy White's, 
It was two miles 
back to Bimpson'g, and only a mile to 
.where White lived. 
I took the fork 
to Uncle Jimmy's, 


I don't recollect feeling that bacon 
touch me after I got well underway. 
1 guts« is stood out straight behind, 
1 flew 60 fast. The country was part- 
ly covered M-ith scattering bushes, and 
tiie road was rocky and soon got darjc; 
but little time did I lose for rocks or 
darkness.

That is, the amount of 
Vr'ater accounted for by the indicator 
is always less considerably than it 
ought to be, because of cylinder con- 
densation, valve and piston lealcage, to 
the extent that it might be that only 
fifty per cent, or at best not more 
than ninety per cent, of the water 
passing through the cylinder would bo 
accounted for by the indicator.

CARE OF MEN’S CLOTHES.
